So Called. 


Church-Papiſt, or (S:i/o Novo.) more modernly, a Papiſt 
in diſguiſe, is one who holds Unity and Communion with 
the Church of Zze/and in a ſtrift compliance, ſubſcribes 

>» to all the Proteſtant Profeſhons of Faith, and received 
Principles-in the ſame, yer in heart'adheres (alſo) rothe Church of 


' Rome, 1nall ſuch Points and DoGtrines as are agreeable to Scripture, 


andthe Apoſtolick Faith. He 1s known by his high Conformity to 
the Liturgy, DoQrine, and Diſcipline of the Church, and noted 


for hisideyout obſervance of all the Rights and Ceremonies uſed in 


publick Worſhip; nor can the Church impoſe the thing (not thwart- 
ing the Canon of holy Scripture, to which he thinks it not his dur 

toincline his Obedience : He cannot be brought to countenance thoſe 
who would diminiſh (or ſo much as diſpute) her Authority, or la- 
bour to introduce Novelties, and ſchiſmatical Fangles into her Go- 
vernment, accounting ſuch as wild Boars breaking into the Vineyard 
to root it up, nor will he be juſtled out of his belief, of what the cru- 
el Experiment of the late Times have ſhown him, that the Lamb- 
Skin of Reformation harbours Wolves for Deſolation. He is one wha 
will and doth take lawful Oaths of Allegiance, Supremacy, TeR, 
&c. tendred him; and is obſtinate in nothing more than in keeping 
them. He peaceably ſubmits to the Government without diſhonou-

wasnevergiven them. St. Paul, Zheſſ. 1.8. witneſſeththat, From 


the Church of Theſſalonica ſounded out the Word of the Lord, and in 


_ every place the Faith of the Theſſalonians was ſpread abroad , and were 


exſamples to all that believe, Fc. ver. 7. ibid. (Which wasa true Faith) 
and yet they never nick-named the Univerſal Chriſtian Church 
Theffalonian, nor did they ever arrogantly and audactouſly adopt 
the Univerſal Church of Chriſt as their own Off-ſpring and Iſſue, 
(or that they only were the Catholick) as Roe doth in your Poſition. 
St. Paul did commend the Faith then in Rome, but now 'tis changed 
and not worthy commendation. You ſay that is St.. Peter's, and 
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why not St. Pas!'s Faith ; was not his as good, and the other Apo- 
ſtles the ſame that St. Peter taught? Was there no true Faith but 
what came from Rome? (and 'ts yet. a queſtion whether St. Peter 
was ever there, Rome could never yet make it appear) Was all the 
Doftrine of the other Apoſtles invalid ? Was not their power equal? 
(Matth. 28. 19, 20. and i8. 18. Zoh. 20. 22, 23.) *Tis moſt ſure 
one was not above another (as before is proved) Chrifts Word was 
delivered to all to Preach; from which our very greateſt Adverſary 
is forced to confeſs, Summa Poteſtas Eceleſiaft ica yor ſolum data eft Pe- 
tro ſed etiam aliis Apoſtolis, (Bellarm. It; de Ro. Pont. ca. 1.) all are 
Supreme: Then they who pretend to be St. Peter's Succeſſors, have 
not Supreme Eccleſiaſtical Power any more than the Succeſſors- of 
the other Apoltles ; for St. Auguſt. (Tratt. 50. in St. Z0.) faith, S4 
hoc Petro tantum dittum eſt non facit hoc Eccleſia, The {Keys were given 
to St. Peter 4nd all the reſt in a Figure of the Church (as one ſaith) to 
whoſe power and to whoſe a they were given, not to one to Lord it over 
the reſt: /t ſhall not be fo with you, &Cc. (as before.) And St. Augu- 
ſtin, (de Aron. Chri. ca. 3o.) Petrus Perſouam Feileſie Catholice ſuſti- 
zet; & huic date ſunt Claves quum Petro date, fo the Power is in the 
Catholick Church, not any ſingle Perſon, as is evident by the pra» 
Qiſe of the Primitive Church many hundred years after Chriſt, when 
was no Univerſal Biſhop (as before is proved) to St. Gregory's time. 
St. Peter”s Faith, not his Perſon, is the Rock againſt which, &c. for 
afterwards to his Perſon Chriſt ſaid, Get thee behind we, Satan, &c. 
And a Temptation did too much prevail on him when he, moſt hor- 
Tibly fell in a perſonal and ſhametul denial of his Maſter (which coſt 
him many bitter Tears.) #piphanins, (11.2. Hereſ. 59.) tells us tis 
his Faith, Super hanc Petram ſolide Fidei edificabo Eecleſiam meam : 
So St. Greg. Nyſſer allo, Fe fides Eceleſi.e fundamentum eſt (de Trin, 
aducy, Fudeos.) The fame Interpretation gives St. Har. (i. de Trin.) 
Super hanc igttur confeſſionis Petram Eccleſie edificatzo eff. And this 
Faith the whole Catholick Church hath, which is the Rock againſt 
which Hell Gates ſhall not prevail, to cauſe the Church to tail fun- 
damentally. & 

If any were ſupreme why not the beloved Diſciple, to whom it 
was never {aid, Get thee behind me Satan, and who never denyed his 
Maſter : Or St. Pau/, though none of the twelve, yet an Apoltle-for 
whom there is more colour, for /e h14 the Richt Hand of Fellowſhip 
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7tven him, Gal. 2.9. And he himſelf owned expreſly an Authority; 


x Cor. 7. 17. And ſo ordain Zin all Churches —In all Churches, in 
the Roman as well as other ( if Rome was then a Church.) Sollicitu- 
do omninum Fccleſiarum, The Care of all the Churches, he faith, 2 Cor. 
11.28. And where was St. Peter's Supremacy, yea where was his 
Infallibility, when St. Pa#/ rebuked and oppoſed him to his face, in 
that He walked not uprightly according to the Truth of the Goſpel ? (Gal. 
11.3. 4.) And where was his Supremacy when he was {ent on Er- 
Tands by the Church, viz. by the other Apoſtles, 2s 11. 3,4. and 
Ads 15.13: And how can St. Peter's pretended Succeſſors claim 
a Supremacy, that St. Peter had not himſelf. If any ſucceeded our 
Lord in the Principality of the Church, Zpiphanius twice tells you 
it is St. Zames the Lords Brother ; tte primus Epiſcopalem Cathedran 
cepit , quum et ante cateros omnes,fium in terris Throuum Dominus tra- 
didiſſet, (Epiphan. 1.3. Hzreſ.78. Page 103.) 

You go onand ſay, Phat Faith the Romans had then, the very ſame 
they have at this preſent, &«c. 
- Notſoneither, for Rome wasa right Church, and is now a wrong ; 
Their Faith is changed, at leaft what Faith they have now, they had 
not then ; the true Church then (and many hundred years after) 
knew not your preſent Errors and Superſtitions, not your prayer (in 
the Church) in an unknown Tongue, as St. Paul witneſleth, 1 Cor. 
T4. The Church owned no ſupreme Prelate, no Pope above his 
fellows, ufurping a power to depoſe Princes, no worſhipping of Ima- 
ges, no invocation of Saints, no adoration of the Bread in Sacrament, 
no breaking of Chriſts Inſtitution in the Euchariſt, giving the holy 
Sacrament but in one kind, no Purgatory, no Decretal Epiſtles and 
Canons againlt Scripture to be believed as Scripture, /Vo Dottrine of 
Devils, ec. Tim. 4.1, 2,3. | 


St. Auguſtin (whoſe memory is honoured through the whole Chri- 


 ftian world-in all Churches) was of the true Catholick Charch, no 


man will deny, and yet he was no Romaniſt in Opinion ; for he was 
?n the ſeparation of the Aﬀrick Church from Roe, with many other 
Biſhops, and died therein. #720, *tis poſſible to be of the true Ca- 
tholick Church, and yet out of the Roman. 

We are taught by St. .442n/t. (de Bap. con. Don. ca. 4.) Fuident 
Scriprnre before all things muſt take place, for it 1s, as your own man, 
Stapleton, confefleth, {Retich. con. 4. q. Ar. 3.) the As: wy 
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Pillar of Faith : (Scripturam PFundamentun efſe & Columnam Fidei fa- 
temur) Then I ſhall not eaſily be led away trom the Foundation by 
the ſubtle tradition of men, ſeeing St. Paw/ gives more warning (Co- 
boſſ.. 2. 8.) Beware leſt any man ſpoil you through Philoſophy and vain De- 
ceit, after the Tradition of men. Now what my Faith is I have told 
you in the beginning of my firſt Paper, which I take to be the Faith 
of the preſent Church of Z7g/ad. Tembrace the Faith which the 
Apoſtles delivered, I believe the holy Scripture and the Creeds, and 
theſe in the ſence of the ancient Primitive Church : I ſubmit in all 
humility to the four great General Councils, (ſo much magnified 
throughout Chriſtendom) their Determinations and Interpretations ; 
and Ido believe all points of DoQrine generally received, as funda- - 
mentalin the Church of Chriſt. This I confeſs and ſubſcribe to, and 
ſeeing 11o do, you are bound in charity to believe me, for you have 
all the proof that can be had, or that ever Man or Church required. 
Now ſhew me where Ido depart from the Foundation, and yet I ann 
no Papiſt, or ſhew me (if you can) where the Church of Zzeland 
doth fail in any one point fundamental 1a the Faith. 

We do not, Hominis conſuetudinem fequi ſed Dei veritatem, as St. 


Cypr. (1.2. Epiſt. 3.) teacheth, for Conſuetudo ſine veritate vetuſtas eſt 
£rrors, bid. : 
We arebid to go to the Zaw and the Teſtimony;The IVord is a Light 
wnnto our Feet, and Lanthorn to our Paths: weare taught to Search the 
Scripture, which is able to make the man of Goa perfett, (laith St. Paul.) 
It was proclaimed from Heaven by God the Father firſt at Zordaz, 
then at Mount Zabor, This is my well beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleaſed, hear ye him; and to hear him is Life : And I know, They com- 
mitted two Fvuils that forſook the Fountain of Living Haters, to hew ont 
fo themſelves Ciſterns, broken Ciſterns that can hold no water, Jer.2.13.

That Epiſcopal and Kingly Gorvernment are mſeparable in Eng- 


land, and the Eſtabliſhment of both are, Jure Divino. 


E have in the late Tragical Revolutions been too ſeverely 
taught, that no Project of Government either in Church. 
or State, Epilcopacy excluded,is conſiſtent with Fagiand's happinels ; 


and 
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and that Epiſcopacy and Monarchy are inſeparable, and the only 
props of this Nations Peace , we, by the fame cruel Experience have 
been made ſenſible ; whereby it appears that 'tis Fnzland's great In- 
tereſt to uphold both for her fafety, and that the one cannor fubſift 
without the other, was well underſtood by that fecond Solomon, King 
Fames of bleſſed memory, from whom we have the Maxim /in his 
Baſil. Do.) Sublato Epiſcopo tollitur Rex, no Biſhop, no King : And no 
FaQtion or Profeſſion (though nick-naming themſelves Proteſtants) 
deviating from the Principles in DoQrine, and Praftifſe in Worſhip, 
from the preſent Church of Ezg/and, can ſtand with Monarchy. A 
Tight Proteſtant of the Engliſh Church, proteſts not orly againſt the 
errors of Rome, but againft all Schiſm and errors of every Se&, and 
againſt all DoQrine not agreeing with the Primitive Profeſſion, and 
PraQtiſe of the antient Church of Chriſt. 

There are forts of People that are ever clamorous, and deſignin 
to Reform the Reformed, and even to amend Reformation. it ſelf, 
chicfly plotting a great alteration {which is more than a Reformation) 
of Church Government , by removal of Biſhops from the Govern- 
ment ; but theſe are enemies to pe Reformation, for no good Re- 
former ever held Epiſcopacy unlawful, the Order doth emanare ab 
Apoſtolis, The Government is of Divine Right, of which Chriſt 
himſelf (the Great High-Prieft, Heb. 4. v. 14. and Bifhop) laid the 
Foundation, was Biſhop over all, and the Apoſtles .vere Miniſters ; 
After him every Apoſtle had his Charge, many of them a Dioceſs, 
and was Overlſcer, that is, Biſhop over many Churches, and they 
left this way of Government a Pattern for all Poſterity to follow. So 
it is manifeſt that Church-Government by Biſhops is as old (and uni- 
verſally praQiſed) as Chriſtian Religion, and Chriſtian Faith was re- 
ceived in #z2/and foon after the Crucifixion of our Saviour, and the 
Government of the Church by Biſhops entred with it, as well it 
ought; for there was no other Government, Order, or Conſtitution 
in the Primitive Church : Apoſtles, Angels, Biſhops, Patriarchs, ec. 
are Smoxima, one Office under leveral Denominations. St. Paul an 
Apoſtle, zot of men, neither by man, but by God, was a great Apoſtle 
or Biſbop : Timothy had a Juriſdiction over the Epheſians, and was 
ordained Biſhop (77im.3.22.) and fo was 77tus Biſhop of Creet, and 
had many Miniſters under them. Thus entred Epiſcopacy and that 
Order of Prieſthood to the Government of the Church in the begin- 
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ginning. "There was an order of Prieſthood' in the old Law, of 
which the high-Prieſt was chief, and there were Prieſts and Le- 
vites : ſo in the new it ſeemed meet to the Eternal Builder of the 
Church to leave, (by the example ſet by his Apoſtles) an Order 
and Method of Government therein ; and this divine Emanation 
the Univerſal Church hath in all Ages embraced, and this Order 
beſt keeps the Presbyters and Clergy in Unity one with another, 
and in an Union of Dottrine and W or{ſhip in the Church through. 
out, which otherwiſe, the order of Church-Diſcipline left roevery 

Presbyter's private fancy to ule after his own modelling, would 
greatly hazard the introducing as many Novels (may be Schiſms 
and Factions) as there are parochial Churches in the Land ;, what a 
Medly ! what a Confuſion ! what a Hydra ! what a Babel ! what 
an open Mockery as it were, of God would there be throughout 
the Nation to the {candal thereof ; fo the Church in Zzg/12d would 
have no appearance, no face and conſtant dreſs to be known by ;. 
Strangers would be at a loſs for the true Engliſh Church, finding 
here a Hydra of many faces not one like another. 

But who, and whar generation of men, are wiſerand more ho- 
ly than the Apoſtles and Fathers of old, to {et up a new way of 
Government (of their own contriving) in Chriſt's Church? -what 
Power on Earth can abrogate that Governmeat by divine Inſtitution 
reared, and contitued by the ſame right all Ages in the Church of 
God ?; And what neceſlity is here of a change or alteration of Go- 
vernment 1n the Church from that which is Apoſtalical -to. that 
which peradventure may prove Diabolical ? for what good can be 
expeQed by pulling down that which 1s of Gods ſetting up and in- 
troducing a new (we know not what) of Man's abſolute deviſing ? 
But if perchance, any Irregularities have crept in, or undue pra» 
Qices, contrary to the eſtabliſhed Order, have been committed. in 
any part of this Government which ſhould call-for (or miniſter- 
a Neceſlity of) Reformation ; ſurely not unhallowed hands of the- 
prophane Laity (who ſhould be governed by the Church and not 
the Church corrected by them) are fit Inftruments of this Work, 
eſpecially in a Nation that hath fo lately felt the dire Effet and 
Iflues of a popular (pretended) Reformation, and whereinthoſe 
men have ſhown to the World what ill Workmen they are. Let 
the people reform their own. Manners ; This reforming part of 


what. 
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what is amiſs in the Church belongs only to them to whom the 


'Holy Spirit ſaid, 7 will be wirh you always to the end of the iVorld; 


with the Church, 3. 'e. with the Apoſtles, (whoſe perſonal con- 
tinuance laſted not in the World) and their Succefſors in the Of- 
ficeof Apoſtles, Biſhops, Paſtors, Patriarchs, &c. in the Church, 


who ſhall have the aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit for ever, As my Fa- 


ther ſent me ſo ſend { you : And as Chritt ſent them fo they ſent 0- 
thers ; {0 what ſhall ſeem meet to the Hely Spirit and to them whom 
Chriſt hath ſent and through whoſe word we are to believe in Chriſt, 
(St. Fo. 17. 20.) the Governours of the Church ſucceſively, to 
whom Chriſt hath promiſed to be with, and in whom only the Zu 
Divinum remains, may reform and alter what they judge conve- 
nient; for it is of the ſame power that chang'd the Sabbath from 
the laſt to the firſt day of the week, and*tis from and by the ſame 
Power and Divine Authority that the Church conveys all the Ordi- 
nances, Sacraments and Holy things of God to his People from 
Generation to Generation. Theſe Paſtors and Governours with 
whom Chriſt according to his word is always preſent to the end 
of the World may (I grant) transfer the Government (ſhould they 


deem a neceſſity) into more hands, under other names than that 


of Biſhop ; which (note) will ill be but Epiſcopacy degenerated 
into another denomination, the Power will be the ſame, not alter- 
ed but tranſlated from one to many, in whom the Supremacy and 


Fus Divinum will remain : In all this the Church loſeth not her 
Right ; But to take away the Government by Biſhops from the 


Church, without her Authority or Conſent, is to cut off great 
part of her ſelf, and to deprive her of much of her Being ; And 


tor Lay-men to encroach upon her Government and force it from 
. her; is torifle her of her Divine Right devolved to her as aforeſaid. 


The Authority came not from the Laity, fo they have nothing to 
do therewith, and no Authority to diſturb it : For who can touch 
the Ark of God (though in their Judgment ir ſhould ſeem to 
totter) and be guiltleſs, when Uzz74h's indiſcreet Zeal was fo ſe- 


verely puniſhed? and what miſery did ſuch miſguided popular Zeal

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Gr obliged the Prince of #ulesi (our preſent Sovereign) by a 
Gyect invitation of Reaſon and Righnooalich to ſtand firm' to the 
Religion in which he was educated; amongſt his admirable InſtruQi- 
ons, divine Admonitions and Advices he ſaith —— ove all, 
would have you, as 1 hope you are already, well grounded and ſettled 
in your Religion : The beſt Profeſſion of which 7 have eſteemed that 
of the Church of England, in which you have been Educated : Yet
